The “ fribune” Launches An­ 
other Boomerang. 


THE STATEMENTS NOT BELIEVED 


The True 8tatus of Ail'airs at the 
8oldiers’ Home—E verything 
Satisfactory. 


The members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic were much bestirred yes* 
terday. 
In a page article, the Tribunt 
had stated in its morning issue that the 
veterans at the Soldiers* Home near 
Santa Monica were residing in “ a hell up­ 
on earth,” and of charges of “ mismanage­ 
ment, brutality, reckless squandering of 
public funds, ill-feeding and bad treat­ 
ment of the inm ates,” had been pre­ 
ferred against Col. Charles Treichel, the 
Governor of theiuetiiution. 
Those who 
knew anything of the m anner in which 
affairs are run at the seaside retreat, at 
once pooh-poohed the charges as false, 
for on the face of them many were contra­ 
dictory, and others were sheer nonsense. 
The general feeling among the G. A. R. 
was one of condemnation at the publica­ 
tion and a committee was at once ap­ 
pointed and will proceed to the 8oldiers* 
Ilorue today where evidence will be taken. 
That ‘he public might know the real status 
of affairs the 
H e r a l d yesterday dis­ 
patched a man to the Soldiers’ Home to 
make full investigations and to furnish a 
complete inquiry into m atters and to 
write them up exactly as found. 
His 
report proved to be as expected—that the 
Tribune article was a gigantic fake, writ­ 
ten at the instigation of 
a few dis­ 
gruntled individuals. 
It is as follows: 
AT THE S O L D IE R S ’ HOME]. 
On arriving at the S o ld ier’ Home yes­ 
terday afternoon it was easily to be seen 
that something unusual was under way. 
The inmates, instead of sitting about in 
groups of two and three, lazily discussing 
matters of interest to while away the 
time, were congregated together in large 
groups, and by the animation that was 
displayed they were evidently much 
wrought up by something or the other. It 
was, of course, about the charges pub­ 
lished in the Tribune, and when the 
H e r a l d man announced who he was 
and his mission, he was surrounded by 
an eager throng of war-scarred veterans. 
It was easy to see how public opinion 
was running. 
“ The biggest pack of lies I ever read 
in my life,” said one old fe'low, as the 
reporter asked what he thought of the 
charges. 
“ The only true thing about 
the article was its headline ‘Shameful,’ 
and that was a fittiDg comment on what 
had been written underneath.” 
| I will tell you the truth of the whole 
thing,” 
said 
another 
old 
soldier. 
“ Among a large body of men like this 
there are naturally a num ber of black 
abeep, as you will 
see by consult­ 
ing 
the 
police 
courts 
at 
Santa 
Monica. 
As 
soon 
as 
they 
get 
any 
money they 
go 
into 
towni 
gat drunk, and stay drunk until they are 
either imprisoned’ or run out of tho 
burgh, and then they come back here 
dissatisfied and kicking at everything. 
There are one or two agitators in Santa 
Monica who have been trying to work 
this ecare up for some tim e’past, but they 
could not find a tool until they got this 
man Fairbanks, 
who 
inspired 
the 
article.” 
Comments such as these were so 
general that the reporter thought it un­ 
necessary to take down all the state­ 
ments; it being evident th at out of the 
400 mon in the Home, the few who aired 
their kicks in the Tribune and perhaps 
half 
a 
dozen 
more 
Rtood 
as a 
very small minority 
against the 3 8 0 
honest, sober men who were satisfied, 
and who gave words of praise for the 
Home and its management. 
So much had been said in the charges 
about the odious m anner in which the 
kitchen was run that the scribe thought 
it advisable to take a look over that 
establishment. 
A better model of order 
or neatness cannot be found throughout 
the country. 
“ A place for everything 
and everything in its place” was iudeed 
illustrated, and that the 
hand that 
placed and keeps the machinery in 
motion is 
a 
m aster 
one 
no one 
can deny 
who has ever visited the 
culinary departm ent. 
In point of fact 
the Tribune in an issue some ehort time 
ago alluded to the kitchen of the Soldiers’ 
Home as a model that far more preten­ 
tious establishm ents would do well to 
im itate. 
As to the statem ents that 
tainted, corrupt meat was served to the 
soldiers, such an idea is simply farcical. 
The beef that hung in the pantry was as 
sweet and nice as any one could desire; 
it was not to be expected that there would 
be sirloins and porterhouse steaks, but 
there wore good solid quarters of rosy 
beef that, to a mau with the slightest in­ 
dication of an appetite, would be very 
enticing. 
Commissary Roberts was, of course, 
much incensed at the attacks made at 
bis departm ent. H e denied them one 
and all, and urged the H e r a l d man not 
to take his word for it, but to go among 
the men and question them ; “ they 
won’t say that things are so if they are 
not,” he rem arked. 
And the 
H e r a l d man investigated 
until he got weary of hearing the one­ 
sided stories. They were all to the effect 
that everything was all right, the only 
dissenter being an old man without 
teeth who complained that the meat was 
tough. 
COLONEL TRKICHEL’s STATEMENT. 
The reporter visited Colonel Treichel, 
who said ; “ It is, ot course, unnecessary 
for me to state that I deny each and 
every charge that has been preferred 
against me—that would only be natural 
under the circumstances. 
W hat I will 
do, however, in my own defense will be 
to take each accusation separately and 
answer it in detail. In the first place, 
the Tribune makes the following lam ent: 
“One of th e great evlla, too, la ih e em ploy­ 
m ent of civilian* about the grounds, when there 
are num bers of old soldier r vdy andbv!IHni?to 
do th e w ork at a m uch ■

“ Now then,” continued the Governor, 
“I will show you how adiculous su eh n 


statem ent is. 
The work in question is 
skilled labor, some of it being teaming, 
pipe-laying, and other things, requiring 
experienced help. 
If, 
therefore, the 
soldiers could do such worL and were able 
to earn such wages, why are they in the 
Home, which is not intended as a refuge 
for 
those 
who 
are 
able, 
but are 
too 
lazy to 
work. That 
is 
all 
I think I need say on that 
line. 
To 
be 
sure 
a num ber 
of 
the 
inmates are at work here and receive pay 
therefor, but their labor is always some­ 
thing light and suited to men incapaci­ 
tated from phy ical toil. 
And as to the 
statem ent of John Moore, who affirms 
th at I agreed to pay him $10 a month 
and only gave him $7, why he knows as 
well as I ao that 1 do not fix the scale of 
wages, but simply pay what is ordered in 
the rate-sheets furnished m e by the 
Board of Managers. I t was nothing to do 
with me—I simply paid him what he 
was entitled to, and I promised him 
nothing th at be did not get. 
Now as to the rations wherein all the 
trouble seems to lie. 
I can give you my 
word that the assertions are false. 
I 
personally inBpect at least once a week 
all m atters pertaining to the table, and 
in addition to this supervision I have 
three inspectors and a commissary, 
If 
any of the men had made the slightest 
complaint I would have immediately a t­ 
tended to it, bat, no; not a sign of 
trouble 
have 
I 
known 
until 
I 
Baw it in the columns of the Tribune to- 
dav. Do you not think, sir, that I would 
at least have had a little indication that 
trouble was brewing. Now, as regards 
the quality of the m eat supplied, it is all 
furnished by Suits, of Santa Monica, who 
caters to the Arcadia and all the leading 
families in this part of the country. The 
price is fixed by contract, and his offer 
was not accepted because it was the low­ 
est, but because I was informed he was a 
good and reliable man. 
You will find 
that there is no question as to the quan­ 
tity of rations supplied—the Government 
expects that, the men shall have plenty 
of good food, and why should I take it to 
be m my province to stint them ? My 
only orders are against reckless waste. 
“ Let me read you another of the accu­ 
sations,” said tho Colonel, as he slowly 
conned the following lines penned by 
the imaginative Tribune man : 
"T here have been deaths at the Home, too, 
but who has heard of them'/ 
The bodies art- 
bundled in to paupers’ graves, and the m en 
w ho would have been given soldier’s burial in 
the ru sh of war tim es, are denied tbosc honors 
when In tim e of peace th ere should be abun­ 
d an t tim e for the last sad rite s .” 
“ H ave you visited our little grave­ 
y ard?” rem arked the Colonel. 
The reporter nodded and Governor 
Treichel continued : “ I think you have 
found it as neat a little plot as could be 
expected, with a headstone over the 
grave of every man who slumbers be­ 
neath the sod. The funerals are con­ 
ducted with as much observance as I 
think can be desired. 
The bodies are 
encased in good, solid coffins, with sheet 
iron cases, and every interm ent I, Sur­ 
geon Haas and the clergyman who has 
been attending the deceased, are pres­ 
ent. 
I cannot think what more can be 
wished. 
As to why there is no church here, my 
only answer is that the construction of 
the Home is only just in its infancy, and 
th at we are finding shelter for the men 
before we do anything else. The Tribune 
appears ‘to think that everything is fin­ 
ished and on an established baeis here. 
A very amusing thing in this morn­ 
ing’s scare was the statem ent that I was 
appointed Governor of the Home by 
President Cleveland. Any one acquainted 
with 
me 
and 
my 
record 
knows 
th at 
I 
have 
been 
a Republican 
office-holder 
all 
my 
life. 
And 
even if I were a Democrat that would 
have nothing to do with it, for the m an­ 
agers appoint the Governor irrespective 
of politics. 
I do not think it necessary to weary 
you with any further details in my 
answer to the aspersions cast at me and 
my conduct. 
As to the personal state­ 
m ents made by the men, all I can say is 
th at they are nearly all drunken, dis­ 
gruntled individuals who have been set 
at work on this by some spiteful in­ 
dividual. The Rev. Corydon Millard, 
whom the Tribune describes as “ a brave 
chaplain,” was sent to roe from the 
Hampton Home with the indorsement 
th at the Governor there got rid of him 
because, to use the exact language, “ in 
peven years he had had his share of 
him .” Grady I treated as well as I 
knew how, but he was a hard character 
and on one occasion threatened to kill 
one of the inmates. 
Ab to Somerville, 
he ought to be arrested for purloining the 
Government’s clothes.” 
ThiB concluded the reporter’s inter­ 
view with ihe Governor, and in making 
his way across the grounds the scribe 
obtained the following particulars of 
“ Chaplain” M illard’s record : He was a 
Chaplain in a negro regiment, was kicked 
out of the M ethodist Episcopal church 
for drunkenness, and out of the G. A. R. 
in Milwaukee for misappropriating funds. 
Q uarterm aster Wise is in possession of 
docum entary evidence of all this, and 
can furnish ' it if desired. Among the 
many inm ates who testified to the satis­ 
factory condition of the Home, the re­ 
porter noted the names of Comrades 
Tuttle, Wise, Roberts and Goodale, who, 
with scores more, are anxious to appear 
before any commission if necessary. 


TODAY’S INSPECTION. 
The G. A. R. paople of this city held 
an impromptu meeting yesterday after­ 
noon to take action in the m atter of the 
charges against the m anagement of the 
Soldiers* Home. Comrade Tarble asked 
such of the members of the various posts 
as he could conveniently see to be pres­ 
ent at Logan Post hall at 3 p. m. 
A considerable num ber were on hand 
at the time set. 
Recorder Francis was 
chosen to serve as Chairman, and W 
H. W hitsun as Secretary. There was a 
good deal of discussion over the charges, 
and different members of the organiza­ 
tion stated their experience at the Home. 
The belief was expressed that the ill 
health of General Treichel might have 
caused him to neglect the affairs of the 
Home to a certain extent; but on the 
other hand, the opinion wa3 offered that 
out of three or four hundred old soldiers 
it would be strange if there were not half 
a dozen kickers who would be willing to 
put their names to just such extravagant 
statem ents as were published. 
It was finally decided to undertake 
some investigation of the charges, aud a 
committee was appointed, consisting of 
three representatives from each Post in 
the city and of individuals from each of 
the outside Posts in the surrounding 
country. 
Its membership is as followo:

Poet 
Commander Elliott of the Fort Fisher 
Post, of Santa Monica, who was present 
at the meeting yesterday afternoon, snb- 
stantiated in a measure some of the 
charges.

Mr. Supple and his bluBhing bride 
went to San Diego to spend their honey­ 
moon, and returned home on the 17th or 
18‘h of July. The young lady was as 
affectionate as young women usually are 
under like circumstances, until after the 
arrival of herself and her husband at San 
Diego.

Railroad Company at Sacramento, and

an 
expense 
of about $5,000. 
W hen completed they 
will be filled with products and again 
sent on their way E ast for a tour of many 
m onths. I wish our people appreciated 
more highly the opportunity that is 
afforded our county. This car which has 
juet returned cost about $700 per month, 
and the two next winter will be much 
more expensive. There is no charge for 
transportation, which, if made, would be 
thousands of dollars. This great ex­ 
pense is borne by the State Board of 
Trade and the railroad company. The 
former receives one-half of its funds 
from the m erchants of San Francisco.

I notice, by the way, that these good 
people who are continually wondering 
why the Cham ber doesn’t do this and 
that, are the ones that don’t contribute a 
cent to what it does do.” 
“ I shall go to work,” he continues,

for next season’s California on Wheels. 
I shall go to Sacramento with some of the 
State Board to see the cars, and have a 
better understanding of how they will be 
arranged. Mr. Mills, Mr. Fillmore and 
others of the Southern Pacific, spoke 
very freely about our county, and ex­ 
pressed the hope that we would get up a 
fine exhibit.

There will be a meeting at the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce today of delegatee from 
various points in Southern California to 
take into consideration the proposition 
to send a special car with samples of the 
products of this section of the State for 
exhibition throughout the Atlantic States.

by th e Southern Pacific Railway Com­ 
pany to send on in a short time. This 
second 
expedition 
of 
California on 
W heels will also go East under the 
auspices of the State Board of Trade, and 
will doubtless be a very fine affair, far 
■nperior in attractiveness to the one sent 
out last, 
which 
was 
a very pro­ 
nounced success, and which traveled 
over 
15,000 miles of 
rail and was 
visited by seven hundred thousand per­ 
sons. There is no doubt that great at­ 
tention was attracted to this section of 
th e State by the very fine exhibit we had 
on th at c a r; nor can there be any ques­ 
tion th at the new exhibition to be sent 
out shortly by the State Board will create 
an even greater interest amongst E ast­ 
erners about California than was the 
case with the much less attractive one 
last sent. B ut there is no doubt that 
a special exhibition on wheels for South­ 
ern California would accomplish more for 
our section than one representing the 
whole State. The only difficulty we can 
see in the way of sendiog out a special 
exhibit on wheels for Southern Cali­ 
fornia alone is the money consideration. 
There has been some very wild talk a9 
to the cost of such an exhibition. Some 
have placed it ae low as $350 a month 
li it can be carried out at $1,000 per 
m onth, we should not consider that an 
exorbitant sum. 
Three or four capable 
persons m ust accompany it, and theee 
m ust be salaried. The wheelage and 
other expenses will amount to a hand­

is provided for, the monthly expense ac­ 
count conld hardly be held much within 
the highest figure nam ed. It would be 
well, before em barking into this experi­ 
m ent, to see if it is possible to secure 
thissum . 
If it can, all right; then we 
should by all m eans send out a special 
exhibit for our section. This is the vital 
question, and the only m aterial one to be 
solved by the conference today. Let us be 
sure th at the requisite money will be 
forthcoming, and the rest is all plain 
sailing. 
But in the meantime Los An­ 
geles cannot afford to withdraw from her 
place in the State Board exhibit. We 
are committed to that. It will prove of 
great advantage to us, and this advantage 
we should not forego under any circum­ 
stances. 


T h e Tribune yesterday came out with 
several columns of a sensational attack 
upon Colonel Treichel, the Governor of 
th e Soldiers’ Home at Santa Monica. 
That official is charged with arbitrary 
and supercilious conduct toward

soldiers and with furnishing bad and in­ 
sufficient food to th$ inmates. There is 
no doubt that the m eat furnished is of a 
rather 
tough 
and 
poor 
quality. 
This item of supply it seems wbb let 
out by 
contract to the lowest bid­ 
der, 
who 
took 
it 
at 
the 
rate 
of 
five 
cents 
per 
pound. 
It 
ie needless to say that no butcher is go­ 
ing to furnish choice meat at that rate. 
The contract, however, only lasts till the 
first of next m onth, when there will 
probably be an improvement in this 
item. It is probable that Colonel Trei- 
chel’s m anner 
towards the veteran 
growlers was not suave or Cheeterfieldian, 
but there is no justification for impugn­ 
ing his integrity or charging him with 
insanity because he is adversely criti­ 
cised by a few discontented men at 
the Home. 
It is well known that 
the appropriations last year were inade­ 
quate. and the management has been 
hard pushed to carry out the necessary 
improvements that had to be made on 
the grounds and make ends meet. There 
is really, beyond the loud complaint 
made about the m eat, nothing in the 
declarations of the old soldiers about 
their treatm ent and fare different from 
the chronic complaints made at every 
Soldiers’ Home in the United States un­ 
der every management. It is the privi­

growl and find fault. But there is 
certainly nothing serious enough shown 
in the Tribune's expoeé to justify an ar­ 
raignment of Colonel Treichel and his 
management in eight columns of padded 
denouncement. 
Indeed, the calm ob­ 
server can read politics clearly between 
the lines of this long-winded indictment. 
But we warn the Tribune and those be­ 
hind it that they are entering on very 
dangerous ground in trying to bring 
politics into this institution. 
By com­ 
mon consent these Homes have been 
taken out of politics, and if the effort 
to thrust them into a partisan vortex 
should succeed it will be the worst thing 
that could happen. It takes the votes of 
both Houses to secure appropriations for 
the support of these institutions, but 
once let it be suspected that the Santa 
Monica Home ie to be turned into a politi­ 
cal machine, and not a dollar will be got 
for its maintenance. 
Col. M arkham is 
the resident member of the Board of 
Managers. 
He has doubtless fully in­ 
formed himself of all that has been 
going on at the Home. 
He is now on 
his way to attend the meeting of the Na­ 
tional Board, and if there ie anything 
wrong or crooked in it he will so report.

P a r is , September 13.—At the session 
of the Bi-Metallic Congress today, Dana 
Norton made a notable address in de­ 
fense of bi-metalism. 
The Committee on Organization has 
decided that no proposal shall be sub­ 
m itted to a vote. The congress will not, 
therefore, adopt any resolutions. 
Norton declared that the monetary 
constitution had been wrongly under­ 
stood, because in the past there was a 
superior coinage of silver and an acces­ 
sory coinage of gold. 
The example set 
by England gave strength to the idea of 
excluding one of the m etals from the 
privilege of being a legal tender. 
At the 
time of the metrical reform it was 
thought desirable to have a single metal 
in order to fix the limit of the metrical 
system. 
Ae the result of this situation 
there was created a kind of orthodoxy. 
The supporters of the anti-silver doctrine 
did not desire to demonetize silver, since 
Levassenr’s proposal was to coin silver 
at tbe 
market price. 
He therefore 
thought there was reason for congratulat­ 
ing the English and German reformers, 
whose adversaries are now progressing 
in the right path. 
In conclusion, he de­ 
clared that what was now necessary was 
a more thorough examination of the pro­ 
posals in favor of silver, in order to ar­ 
rive a t an agreement between scientific 
representatives. 
A CANDIDATE UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 
Despite the refusal of the prefect of the 
Seine to receive General Boulanger’e 
declaration of candidacy for member of 
the Deputies, placards were posted in 
M ontmarte, in the Department of the 
Seine, announcing that he would be a 
candidate.

OUK NAVY OFFICERS TAKE HEART 


British Ships Found to Be No Bet 
ter Than Onrs—Who W ill 
Succeed Tanner.

W a sh in g t o n , 
September 13.—Naval 
officers here, and otherH who have had 
something to do with constructing naval 
vessels, find much to encourage their 
faith in the American Navy, and to con­ 
sole them for w hat appeared to be bad 
failures in m arine architecture, in the 
report of th e 
latest 
English 
naval 
maneuvers, which has jnst reached the 
Department. 
This report is entitled to 
weight, as it was made by the four Ad­ 
mirals commanding the British squad­ 
rons. 
First, as to the torpedo boats. They 
find these boats are of great value to 
blockaded ports, 
but 
illy-adapted to 
blockading work. Their m achinery ie 
constantly in need of repairs, and they 
require frequent attention in m atters of 
water and coal. The deterioration of 
their machinery soon took away their 
speed, which constituted their principal 
value. 
Touching the larger vessels, the report 
says: 
From all 
sides 
during the 
maneuvers came complaints of defective 
machinery. The squadrons were con­ 
stantly impeded in their speed and 
movements by “ lame ducks” needing 
repairs. The failure to realize the speed 
at which th e ships were rated (from 10 
to 17 knots) was one of the most dis­ 
appointing features of the maneuvers. 
The best speed the R upert could make 
at the very beginning was eight knots. 
The Shannon kept up nine knots with 
difficulty, and another ironclad dropped 
astern, making 
still less. 
The In­ 
flexible 
also 
fell 
behind 
from 
a 
break in her engines. 
The Aginconrt, 
an old ship, was steaming easily at tbe 
time under two boilers. The other ships, 
in fact, seem to have done very well. 
The vessels that appeared to travel 
with the greatest ease and least smoke 
were the Black Prince, built in 1861; the 
Hercules, built in 1868; and the Devas­ 
tation, in 1871. The Hotspur, North­ 
ampton and Active (rated at sixteen 
knots) had 
difficulty in 
keeping up 
to ten 
knots. 
Almost 
every 
one 
of 
the 
fast 
cruisers 
failed 
steam 
up 
to 
their 
nominal 
speed, or to maintain the maximum 
steam piepsure when it was reached. 
The Meruey, an 18-knot ship, steamed at 
14>2 knots, but had to slow down for 
several hejM-s to clean her tubes. The 
Mercury was the only cruiser in the first 
squadron capable of making 16 knots for 
48 hours. 
(This ship was built to com­ 
pete with the W ampanoag and other fast 
boats built by the United States at the 
close of the war). 
The Mohawk class failed in boilers, 
The Raccoon practically broke down 
The Archer and Cossack had their boil­ 
ers re-tubed before they had been three 
months in commission. 
(These 
are 
types for our new 2.000-ton vessels, but 
the machinery has been improved in de­ 
sign and durability.) The Serpent was 
almost constantly under repairs in port. 
(An unsuccessful effort was made to in­ 
troduce like machinery into the new 
practice ships for Annapolis.) 
* The Rattlesnake class proved to be 
entirely too delicate for rough work. 
“ In point of fact,” says a correspond­ 
ent, “ w hateverelse the campaign brings 
out, it will dem onstrate this to a cer­ 
tainty, that there is not an officer of 
either of the four squadrons that feels 
the least confidence in his ship to steam 
in an em ergency.” 
Winding up their criticism upon the 
machinery trials, the Admirals say that 
in view of tbe failure of the ordinary 
boilers a t high steam pressures, experi­ 
ments as to the practical employment 
of tubular, or coil, high pressure boil­ 
ers will be followed with increased in­ 
terest. 
Our own Navy Departm ent has already 
begun to make trials of these boilers at 
the instance of Chief Engineer Melville, 
and upon his recommendation they are 
to be placed in the new coast deifense 
vessels.

Teem er’s friendB made a claim of foul 
when Hamm was Been to get in Teemer’s 
way. Teemer continued eu over the 
ceurse, although the waves from the 
numerous steam ers which were passing 
him were running four feet high. 
At 7 o’clock the referee, G audaur, 
H amm , Teemer and a few of their 4 
friends m et in a room in a hotel. Teemer 
claimed the race on a foul. 
H e said 
Hamm came out in the course and ran 
into his boat, knocking a hole in it, and 
causing it to fill w ith water. H am m de­ 
nied the allegations and intim ated that 
Teemer was telling a falsehood, w here­ 
upon the latter rushed at him and struck 
him a fearful blow on the face.

Kejjnlar T rain Service With A tlantic 
City Established—Exodus of 
the Population. 
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P h il a d e l p h i a , September 13.—Trains 
over the Cam den and Atlantic, to and 
from A tlantic City, commenced running 
on schedule time today. 
The exodus 
from the seashore is great. 
The train 
which left A tlantic Citv at 6:55 this 
morning consisted of seven cars, all 
heavily loaded. 
The one which left at 
7 :30 brought the same number of cars, 
and following the two early trains was 
one of two sections, which left Atlantic 
City at 8 :30 a. m . 
I t consisted of six­ 
teen cars, all heavily loaded with pas­ 
sengers. 
The water has almost entirely subsided 
and the roadbed is clean. 
U ntil this 
m orning no definite idea of damage to 
the W est Jersey road could be gained, 
but as th e m ist clears away and the 
spray disappears it is seen that the road­ 
bed is in terrible shape. 
Possibly 
the Reading road, taking the entire 
stretch 
into 
consideration, 
is 
the 
most 
completely 
wrecked. 
The 
W est Jersey officials have dispatched 
heavy repair trains to the scene of the 
disaster, and will push the necessary re- 
K 
drs to a speedy completion. The Kead- 
g road has also several hundred men 
actively at work on the meadows. 


DAMAGKD MAILS. 
The mails along the New Jersey and 
Delaware coaBt, which have been accu­ 
m ulating eince Monday last, owing to 
trains being detained, commenced arriv­ 
ing at the postoffice last evening, and 
were very large. 
Some of the mail m at­ 
ter, particularly that from 8ea Isle City, 
was in a very moist condition on account 
of being carried some distance on boats 
through the storm. 


A GERMAN BHIP AGROUND. 
The G erm an ship Gestermunde is 
aground at Alesecon Beach. The sea is 
very heavy and the crew will be obliged 
to abandon her to destruction. 


T IIE BTORM CONTINUES. 
W a s h in g to n , 
September 
13. — The 
storm on the Atlantic coast continues, 
b ut with greatly dim inished intensity. 
Northeasterly winds continue on the 
coast as far south as Delaware. From 
th a t point southward they are from the 
northwest. 
Rain has fallen on the At­ 
lantic coast from Boston southward to 
Virginia. 


NO LET UP YET. 
N e w Y o r k , September 13.—Tho eignal 
officer says there will be no let up in the 
storm for th e next twecty-four hours. It 
is still central off the east coast of Vir­ 
ginia. Tae wind is diminishing to the 
south, but rem ains high along the coast, 
It had a velocity of thirty-five miles an 
hour in this city this m orning; at Block 
island thirty-two, Philadelphia thirty, 
Boston twenty-two. Rain continues from 
Norfolk to Boston. The heaviest rainfall 
in the country íb experienced in New 
York. The downpour for the twenty- 
four honrB ending at 8 a. m. was 2.46 
inches. The damage suffered by ship­ 
ping is very severe. 


DIFFICULT NAVIGATION.

The Cromwell Line 6teamer K nicker­ 
bocker, due on Tuesday, arrived this 
afternoon. 
She had a dangerous pas­ 
sage, and m any on board feared the ves­ 
sel would founder. 
Several of the crew 
and passengers were injured by the 
careening of the vessel. 
Everything 
movable on deck was carried away.

The “ promoters,” no 
dm bt, industriously foster these views of 
th e case.

York Herald. 
Mr. Hirton has gone carefully over the

Consul at Los Angeles valued the prop­ 
erty at about half that sum. 
If Mr. 
Mortimer’s estimate be correct, there is 
not far to look for a good deal of the 
canee for trouble in the company. 
The next influence to which $he dis­ 
agreeable state of affairs is attributable is 
the unsatisfactory condition of the wine 
market. 
Soon after the L. J. Rose 
Company, Limited, was formed, the 
price of all sorts of wines fell fully 50 
per cent from the current rates before 
that time. Here was a lopping off of all 
the profits of the concern at one fell 
3woop. 
The market for brandy is even 
worse than that for wines. 
Then followed on the heels of this the 
scale pests that destroyed the orange 
trees and reduced the great output of the 
Sunny 81ope orchards to nothing. Thio 
was followed by the vine disease which cut 
off a large proportion of the grape crop. 
This is surely quite a strong array of 
reasons for poor results, and removes all 
cause for wonder that the stockholders 
do not get returns. 
As to the remedy and as to the future 
Mr. Barton will have this to say to the 
company : The old vineyard of mission 
vines on the upper mesa is so far gone 
that it is worthless. He will recommend 
the rooting up of these vines, and tbe re­ 
placing of them with orange trees of the 
M editerranean sweet variety. There are 
about twenty-five acres of vineyard to be 
treated 
thus. 
The 
other 
portions 
of

he 
finds 
in 
so 
hopeful a state that he will advise taking 
care of them. 
He thinks an impover­ 
ished state of the soil has much to do 
with the death of the vines, and he will 
recommend a liberal use of fertilize.s, a 
policy he has alwayH pursued in Fresno 
with his own vineyards. 
Mr. Barton thinks the scale pests are 
done for here, and with proper care it is 
perfectly safe to plant orange trees with­ 
out limit. 
He 
tbinks 
it 
is only 
a 
question 
of 
time 
until 
the 
vine disease will be overcome and this 
industry set on its feet again. 
But here he thinks there is room for 
our legislators, National, State and local, 
to do some good work. To go backward, 
the vines and trees are taxed to death. 
W heat land is assessed at $20 an acre, 
orange and vine lands at $100 and up­ 
wards. 
Then the vines and tree* are 
assessed at as much more, making the 
assessment ten times that of wheat land. 
Then comes in the Federal Government 
and levies a tax of ninety cents a gallon on 
all spirits distilled from grapes, includ­ 
ing that u.-ed in the wineries in fortifying 
sweet wines. 
Mr. Barton states that in 
the present condition of the wine m ar­ 
ket 
it 
is 
impossible to pay these 
taxes. 
In 
Fresno 
the 
people 
are 
drying 
everything 
possible. 
W hat is not dried will be made into high 
pro: f spirits and shipped to Germany. 
He thinks it is the duty of the State and 
of the Na'ion to encourage and foster 
tbe wine industry, and not to crush it 
out of existence. 
Certainly, coming from a m an of Mr. 
Barton’s experience, extending over so 
many years, and proven to l>e valuable 
by the sueco ■ lie has achieve 1, these 
views are deserving of careful attention.

His place in 
Fresno is an earthly paradise. 
He has 
made a profound study of this Buhject in 
all its pbaiee. California will look to the 
present delega'ion in Congress to pass a 
bill for the relief of the vignerons of the 
State.
